SPAIN AKD JAPAN AGAINST UNCLE 


SAM. 


The rumor comes from London that 


Spain and Japan have arranged an 
offensive alliance against the .United 
States. This alliance ia said to be for 
the mutual protection of Cuba and the 
Hawaiian Islands. It provides that in 
the event of an aggressive movement 
on the part of the United States tend- 
ing toward interference in Cuban af- 
fairs or the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands, Spain and Japan shall declare 
war simultaneously against the United 
States. 


While this rumor lacks confirmation 


it is possible that it may be well 
founded. Spain, seeing that Cuba is 
about to escape from its grasp, is pre- 
pared to enter in to any kind of an ar- 
rangement, however wild and visionary 
it may seem, that promises to renew its 
hold upon Cuba, and Japan, since its 
victory over the Chinese, thinks it can 
whip all creation. Tbe little brown 
men of the.Orient are exceedingly ar- 
rogant and saucy, and, like spoiled 
children, must be severely spanked to 
bring them to a full realization of their 
inferiority. 


Uncle Sam would certainly make 


short work of Spain and Japan com- 
bined. An army could be landed in 
Cuba in less than a month that would 
drive Weyler and his butchers into the 
sea in a week, and there is no place on 
the Pacific Coast where Japan could re- 
tain a foothold longer than it would 
take to concentrate a few thousand 
men to drive the invaders into the 
Pacific. 


The Hawaiian 
Islands, 
however, 


would be an element of weakness in a 
war with Japan. They are two thou- 
sand miles distant from the United 
States and it would require a large 
fleet to protect them from invasion by 
tho Japanese. For that reason it might 
not be prudent for the United States 
to annex them. 


It is not likely, however, that either 


Spain or Japan, or both, will declare 
war against the United States. Spain 
must know that such a declaration on 
its part would cause it to lose Cuba, 
That would impair tbe credit of Spain! 
which is already below par, and it ia 
extremely doubtful if the holders of 
its bonds would permit it to do such a 
foolhh thing. Japan is out of debt

A Physician's View n« to the Proper 


Time to Indulge. 


A physician, who is himself a wheel- 


man of several years' [experience and 
who has also devoted great attention 
to other athletics, lays down this gen- 
eral proposition: "Never take a cold 
bath when you are tirecf." He pourtts 
out that the greater t^e- exercise the 
more poisonous waste material is cre- 
ated, and that a cold bath does not as- 
sist the skin in getting rid of this prod- 
uct, whereas a warm bath docs. The 
doctor adds: 


"Wihen you take a cold bath you de* 


pcnd upon the heart to bring nhoilt re- 
action. If thds heart V>e already tired 
by the long- ridt! it may not be Lti 3iv 
enough to "bring about reaction, wul 
the blood iincl its waste material may 
not be brought to the surface. Inter- 
nal congestions) may follow, and, (is I 
haie seen in tuo cases, death may en- 
sue, Tt matters not how hot j'ou 0iay 
be, how much you may be perspirincf, 
the cold bath is harmless provided nl- 
\vays the heart be not tired. A .simple 
rule for the bicyclist, whereby he may 
know whether the heart be tired is 
simply to cou-nt the pulse, having in a 
previous quiescent state nseerUUned 
what his individual pulse rate per" inin< 
ute is. When, after a lorig- ride, hts 
rulse rate is nornial hu uiny with safe- 
ty use. the cold batb. He should, lihcw- 
$nre, rest after a tiresome journey iin- 
til the palse is normal 01 thereabouts,

When he has remained 
in the warm water long enough for tho 
pulse rate to be aboiit normal, he can 
then, with perfect t,a tot J. plunge into 
cold water, and the.se two procecliu'es 
form the i(3ca,l waj of us,ing walcr on 
the surface after fatigue."
